New Order Issae. 

The State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board Tnesday issued an iorder from 

the ofllce of Commissioner of Agiicul- 
ture Rankin providing that cattle of 
the quarantine are designated by the 
United State Government, *inf;'ct<'d 
with margarcpus annulatua ticks and 
qrienetic fever, shall not ke shipped 
into Kentucky except for immediate 
slaughter from February 1 to Qctober 
3L The only months left open fat the 
shipment of cattle are November, De- 
cember and January. 

The Live Stock Samtary Boaid has 
received the report of Dr. A. J. Payne, 
of tne National Board of Animal In- 
dustry, who has charge of the work of 
eradicating the scabies from the sheep 
of this state. Work has been done in 
105 counties, inspecting 605,000 sheep, 
and of this number 42,000 have bee; 
found infected, and there have been 
64,000 official djppings. Dr. Payne also 
reports that a corps ef inspectors will 
be sent to Kentucky from Washington 
for the purpose of reinspecting the 
inspected flocks and i^fiflSi'ting the 
quarantine . 

George Stoae Suiddes. 

Mr. George Stone who resided with 

his brother Mr. Jamc s Stone on the 
Lexington pike near Mr. Curt Robin- 
son's committed soieide on Thursday by 
hanging him.=;elf in the barn. Mr Stone 
had been at work in the afternoon in 
his brothers tobacco crop, and one of 
the latters children when going for a 
bucket of water observed him sitting 
under a tree and inquired if he was 
sick, he replied that he was not but 
that he felt a buzzing sensation all 
over. Nothing was thought of it at 
the time, but one of the boys on going 
to the bam later in the afternoon found 
Us body swinging by a plowline from 
one of the rafters. He notified his 
father, who in turn telephoned Coroner 
Farra who went down and held an in- 
quest returning a verdict of suicide. 
Mr. Stone's mind had been affected 
for some time, he at one time having 
been in the asylum. It is thought that 
he was moved to the deed by the ex- 
ti-eme heat. The deceased was about 
55 years of age and was unmarried. 
He was a broitherof Messrs John, 
James, Robert and Perry Stone. His 
remains were interred Friday in tlie 
cemetieiy at Mt Hebron.

Mr. Silas Shelbume, a tobacco buyer 
of Lexington, and one of the best jud- 
ges of tobacco in the state is out in a 
card to the faimers in which he ad- 
vises them against the early cutting of 
tobacco because it is firing or burning 
near the roots, Fullowing is the gist 
of Mr. Sbelbume's card, and his ad- 
vice seems to be good and timely: 

'"We het'.r that son:.- j-,!anters are be- 
ginning to cut their tobacco becau^e 
it is firing or homing up at the bot- 
to.n. We think this is a big mistake, 
as this plant is very likely to double 
its present wrighL The tiling to do is 
to prime off all the bottom leaves. 
This will stop it from burning, and the 
top leaves win grow eot and BMke fine 
tobacco, and certainly considerably 
more tlian the whole plant will make 
if eot now. The planters in this sec- 
tion seem to think that it is a big job 
to save these leaves, and it is not until 
they know how to gathor and string 
them, that it becomes very easy. 

In the East almost the entire crop 
is primed off, just as it gets ripe. Big 
planters with more tiian a hundred 
acres prime it all with less trouble 
than it takes to cut and hou.se a crop 
here. The leaves are strung with 
small wrapping twine that costs but 
little, aiid the work of stringing th. ni, 
is done, mostly by the women, girls 
and boys, A giri or boy 12 or 15 years 
old can string the leaves as fast as 
any two people can pick them up and 
put shoot three together and hand 
t'v m to her. they are usually looped 
three together, several inches between 
each hMP."

There was never a truer saying than 
tliat "yoo never miss the water till 
the well runs dry. " The truth of this 
axiom is being brought forcibly to the 
of ttefuaMraef 4ie eoonty 
during this extremely dry weather, 
and many is the one of them that can 
be found prospecting aroond over the 
farm endeavoring to fiml a suitable 
place to dig a well, pool or other means 
of securing stock Water. 

The farmers are a little inclined to 
give too little attention to the question 
of water on their farms, and are not 
prompted to make preparation for it 
until forced to do so by stern necessity. 

Now is the proper time to hx>k after 
the water supply and prepare for the 
coming of another droughL If you 
have a spring on your place that is 
furnishing water during this weather, 
it can sorely be depended upon to fur- 
nish it all the time, and if properly 
cared fwr, in abundant quantitiea. Any 
f ammr nowadays can do concrete wwfc 
and these faithful springs should be 
well cleaned and concreted, placed in 
sad) a eao^tioB tiiat stodc camwt get 
into them and contaminate the water, 
thereby insuring a good supply of 
drinking water and fsr do ni s stic par- 
poses, if necessity demands it. Then 
below and in line with the branch em- 
anating from the stream prepare con- 
crete troughs for the cattle and horses, 
taking care to arrange th«B in such a 
manner that the stock cannot get into 
them aad ii^oie themselvea or peUote 
the water. Then the osari hwr frans 
these troughs will fumWh a 
place fur the swhss.

I have been ont harvesting i^i ..Nebraska. There I worked only ten 
to eleven Imnus a day, with home-eetdced food, the best a man ever could 
get. I went with a madiine from one farm to another, staying on the 
average of two days on each place. The farms being small, it only took 
about two days to finish a place. You were not expected to wori^ so hard. 
b«t Ae pqr ran only fram $t to fB.50 a day, whereaa in Kanass it mns 
as high as $4 a day. 

I had about nine full week.s of it in the vicinity of Wyinoro. Xeb., 
and the beauty of it was the fact that now and then you could get a half 
day's rest while the madiine was being moved to the next place. 

City boys musn't think that they are strong enough to get out and 
work dl^ in and da}' out for «ix weeks in the hot broiling sun.

England may be listen- 
ing to the demands of the persons 
who object to naval expenditures.* Of 
ooarae I caa make oo predlctioa of 
what oar own fatnre program wtU be.

a persistent prospector, F. A. Schnicke. 
He has come out of one of the wildest 
parto ot the wild Cascade mountains 
with specimens of gold bearing ore 
that promise a fortune when the ledge 
from which he took them is developed. 
He has a chart of the route that will 
lead him back when he has formed 
the party to h^ htas. 

It was In the summer of 1888 that 
Amos White, a mountaineer and pros- 
pector, came staggering out of the 
Cascades ta the vicinity of Mount Ad- 
aau aad ahoarod oia Uke that which 
hto saccessor Is now showing. He got 
backing and tried to take a party in to 
hew a way to hto ledge. Deep snows 
the following wtater stopped him, and 
when ha tried to go ta the summer for 
est flres raced aad j^reveatcd him 
from eaming out his plana. This Ill- 
luck followed him for two years, and 
then exposure brought on Illness that 
killed him. 

Just before he died White gave a 
crude map of the location of the gold 
ledge to John Snyder, a close friend. 
This showed the ledge to be near the 
shore of a small take somewhere on 
the western slope ot the Caacades i^id 
under the ahadow ot M ooat Adaaas. 
Snyder found that forest fires had 
wiped out some of the signs by which 
he was to be guided and he could not 
locate the lake. He pursued the quest 
for 13 years and then gave the chart 
to MarioB Locke, a triead. Locke 
went out to find White'a ledge and 
spent a long time in the search. He 
was equally baflled, but fortune was 
kind to him, for in bis wanderings be 
discovered the McCoy Creek mtaes. 



which have since made him wealthy. 

It was two years ago when the final 
effort was begun. Five men, including 
Schnicke, who called themselves "The 
Lucky Flva^" weat toto tho wMeraess. 
One by one all abandoned the search 
except Schnicke. Curiously he made 
the discovery at a place visited before 
by himself and others interested in 
the search but not recognized. It was 
a small body of water called Badger 
take. He came upon It from a new 
angle and something about it struck 
him as being in accord with the chart. 
He searched for an old camp that 
White had marked and after some 
heavy work - dtoeovared It. Bo 
had little difficulty in locatlag 
ledge and finding the specimens of 
ore.

by the patrons of the city. The people 
want drinking water tiie year roirad 

nnd whenever a residence is built 
plumbing is installed for that purpose. 
At present we cannot rely upon the 
city water for ail purposes. The sup- 
ply is only sufficient and suitable for 
fire protection and sprinkling at present 
and is wholly unfit for drinking. 
' We are in imminent danger of hav- 
ing our supply exhausted during this 
drouth. Drouths are getting to be 
more common and in a few years our 
lake will be filled with mud. The capa- 
city has been materially reduced by 
having deposit of earth and vegeta- 
tion. 

It is the duty of the City Council to 
seek seme means of increasing the 

supply, and furnishing better water if 
it can be secured. - There is a way only 
one. 

At the time when the present sys; 
tem was installed the indebtedness of 
the city was limited. Smne of the 
water bonds have been redeemed, the 
assessed vaiuation«of property has in- 
creased, and we are able to go in debt 
now to such an extent as to extend the 
system and not to exceed the coQstita* 
tional limit of three per cent. 

If the City fathers have any 
to immortalize themselves, and benefit

The average old-time farmer was prone to look 
upou bad roads as a necessary evil. He realized 
in a aenae what a detriment they were to hia in- 
tereata. birt he pat «» with the altnatloa beeaaaa 
he did not see any way oot of the dilemma — at 
least not without more work than he could afford 
to give. Then along came the United States gov- 
ernment, when rural free delivery commenced to 
be introduced, and declared that these rural mail 
carriera could not be placed in diatricta where 
the niada were not ia fair eondlthm. Thla did 
much to awaken the fhiMars to the situation, for 
every rural home prlsea the boon of a dally mail 
delivery. And, at about the same time the farm- 
ers, who thus had their serious attention focused 
upon the good roads question, found, as they 
looked doaer, that bad roada meant a hole in the 
podcetbook of every tiller of the' aelL It began 
to be realized that If a farmer required the serv- 
ices of four horses and an entire day's time to 
get a load of produce to market via bad roads the 
loss to him was Just as serious as though be had 
Bpt a very low price tor tha yield of Ua 
Herein is found tha oapvame incoatlva 
among many that has enlisted the progresslvo 
fanner In behalf of better roads. 

One of the best things accomplished for the 
farmer by good roads is that it has broadened 
his markets. With rocky or muddy highways en-

one nearest his farm. New with good niada he 
can in a shorter interval than was formerly re- 
quired reach any one of several communities lo- 
cated in different directions. This enables him 
to attain the moriwt whera he can get the best 
prieea.

and In aoaa atatea, notably IMaware. waalOy 
men hava paid out of their own pockets for long 
stretches at improved public roads for the use of 
tha whdto commonlty.

to be well born. It is her birthright, 
I It should have had the jirivilege of de- 
scending from parents with a good or , 
excellent record for dairy producUoo. \ l^'^} ^ t^^^'^'^^ ^ 'Vl^J 
Its ancestors sbonid have been bred ' " 
aloui; a detinitc Hue for a definite end. 
Its sire should be a good, pure bred 
dairy bull, selected l)0cause of his abil- 
ity or expected at>ility to stauu) his 
qnalities upon his ottsfting. If he is 
a mature bull so much tbe better. Xo 
farmer or breeder can afford to own a 
poor sire. The dam should be as well 
bred as possible, commensurate with 
tbe owner's ea^tal aad experience. 
Under all circumstances tbe dam 
should be well nourished. A mnn that 
will p;irtially starve a pregnant eow is 
devoid of good eow sense. Starvation 
may resnlt not only from giving insuf- 
adent feed, bot in sivbis feed of a 
wronp character. A cow kept exces- 
sively fat on com stover and eornineal 
may still be star\'ius the calf.- D. Ii.
